Rules for Jewish Issue 
In Elections Compiled 
By Boston Council

BOSTON, Mass.—-Citing certain 
un-American practices common to 
many candidates in the recent na- 
tional and state elections, the Jew 
ish Community Council of Metro- 
politan Boston has issued suggest- 
ed rules which Jewish citizens 
should follow in future elections. 
Four Unethical Practices. 

Four types of political prac- 
tices, which are termed by the 
Council as un-American, were 
common in the campaign, includ- 
ing: 

“1. Some candidates who made 
extreme professions of friendship 
for Jews, with, of course, only one 


thought in mind—winning the 
Jewish vote. 
“2. Some candidates who ap- 


pealed for the votes of others 
than Jews on a basis of thinly 
disguised anti-Semitism. 

“3. Some candidates who ap- 
pealed for Jewish votes by alleg- 
ing anti-Semitic acts and speeches 
on the part of their opponents, in 
some cases where such charges 
could not be substantiated. 
Names Used Without Consent. 

“4. There were instances of the 
circulation of printed material 
over the names of Jewish citizens 
who had not consented to the use 
of their names in such manner.” 

The statement urges that in the 
future persons who hear of ac- 
cusations against candidates said 
to be subversive or anti-Semitic, 
should demand written proof. 
Voters are also urged to re- 
port to the Community Council 
any proposals to place advertise- 
ments over signatures headed by 
such titles as “Jews of Boston,” 
“The Jewish Committee for Can- 
didate X” or similar suggestions 
that the Jews as a group are 
supporting a particular candidate 
for public office. 

The Jewish Community Coun- 
cil of Boston, through this state- 
ment, seeks to emphasize the fact 
that Jews do not vote as a group 
but as individual Americans.

Peasants, Priests 
Return Jewish Orphans 


Jewish Tetegraphie Agency 

LUBLIN—The Central Jewish 
Relief Committee here reports 
that hundreds of Jewish children, 
sheltered in churches and in the 
homes of Polish peasants during 
the German occupation, are being 
turned over to Jewish communi- 
ties in the liberated part of Poland 
where homes for Jewish orphans 
are being established under the 
supervision of Jewish leaders. 

“The most pressing problem be- 
fore the Central Jewish Relief 
Committee in Poland is how to 
provide for the needs of hundreds 
of these Jewish orphans whose 
parents were killed by the Ger- 
mans,” the report states. “While 
the number of surviving adult 
Jews in the liberated sections of 
Poland has been ascertained rath- 
er accurately, the number of sur- 
viving Jewish children is growing 
constantly.” 

Information concerning  res- 
cued Jewish children reaches the 
Jewish Relief Committee almost 
every day. Polish families bring 
Jewish children to Jewish organi- 
zations and report how they shel- 
tered the children all during the 
Nazi occupation. There are also 
cases of Catholic priests inform- 
ing Jewish organizations about 
groups of Jewish children who 
had been hidden in monasteries. 
Among the Jewish orphans is a 
group from the German extermi- 
nation camp at Maidanek.

Other delegates, however, in- 
sisted that Dr. Wise’s telegram be 
read. Its complete text seemed 
to bear out, according to those 
present, Dr. Wise’s explanation 
that he was only trying to save 
somethiyg from the fiasco caused 
by Dr. Silver’s machinations with 
Republican senators.

EASTON, Pa.--Demanding “un- 


equivocal co-ordination of the 
programs, Staffs, activities, and 


fund-raising campaigns” of the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress, the 
Anti-Defamation League and the 
Jewish Labor Committee, into “a 
single all-inclusive organ,” the 
Jewish Community Council of 
this city urged that money be 
withheld from these organiza- 
tions, in a resolution sent to the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations. 

Although other large Jewish 
communities, of which Cincinnati 
and Boston are examples, have in 
past years adopted similar resolu- 
tions, the action of the Easton 
Community is the first this year. 

WHEREAS the Jews of Amer- 
ica are in complete agreement on 
the necessity of mustering all our 
resources to combat the growing 
menace of anti-Semitism, which 
may well be enhanced by post- 
war social and economic condi- 
tions; and 

WHEREAS the Jewish com- 
munities of America have repeat- 
edly expressed their conviction 
that the unification and co-ordina- 
tion of the activities of the na- 
tional civic-protective agencies are 
essential for an effective fight 
against anti-Semitisim; and 

WHEREAS all attempts to 
bring the national civic-protective 
agencies together have failed to 
eliminate the conflicts and con- 
tradictions and duplications which 
militate against fullest effective- 
ness in this vital area of Jewish 
concern; and 

WHEREAS it is evident that ad- 
ditional national agencies are pre- 
paring to embark upon independ- 
ent competitive activities in this 
area, so that a continuance of the 
present situation threatens to do 
incalculable harm to Jewish in- 
terests:

CHATHAM TO GET SYNAGOGUE DESPITE 


PROTEST OF OVER 300 TO CITY

CHATHAM—tThe Jewish com- 
munity in Chatham has. been 
given the go-ahead signal by the 
city solicitor in their project of 
establishing a synagogue — the 
first one in the history of the com- 
munity.

A 
petition signed by 300-400 citizens 
protesting the establishment of a 
synagogue wsa filed with the city 
council, which tabled it pending 
an interpretation from the city 
solicitor on legality of the restric- 
tive by-laws. 


The majority of citizens of 
Chatham took a neutral stand in 
the matter and were ‘tolerably 
favorable to the establishment of 
the synagogue.

SAN FRANCISCO COMMITTEE PREVAILS 
UPON DISCRIMINATING LANDLORD

SAN FRANCISCO—A woman 
who was refused an apartment be- 
cause she was Jewish appealed 
to the Jewish Survey and B'nai 
Brith Community Committee of 
San Francisco, and the landlord 
was taken to task. 

The landlord was personally in- 
terviewed by Eugene B. Block, 
executive director of the commit- 
tee, and was asked why he was 
discriminating against Jewish 
folk. His explanation was that he 
had been annoyed by a Jewish 
family “who held late-hour card 
parties” and “disturbed” him 
when he wanted to sleep. 

Block agree dthat he had a right 
to his quiet; that he was justi- 
fied in selecting tenants who 
would not disturb him. But Block 
challenged vigorously the land- 
lord’s right to bar all people of 
any religious faith simply because 
one family had annoyed him. 

“Had your former tenants been 
atheists, would you have put up 
a ‘no atheists’ sign?” Block asked. 
“People should be judged as in- 
dividuals; a group should not 
either be blamed or praised for 


the faults or virtues of an in- 
dividual member.” 

The landlord saw the light. He 
and Block parted friends. In the 
future, said the landlord, he 
would require references of pros- 
pective tenants, and that when 
these were good the religion of 
the people would make no differ- 
ence.” 





Kimberly Scheme Dead

MELBOURNE, Australia— 
Jewish leaders in Australia this

BOSTON.—Writing in The Bos- 
ton Globe, J. M. Adison, Boston 
author of a number of volumes, 
believes that the law of retribu- 
tion will show itself in the case 
of Britain’s poiicy in Palestine. 

“The culture of the Christian 
world comes from the two an- 
cient peoples, the Greeks and the 
Jews—and how the world has 
paid them for it!” he wrote.

TELL WHO 


PERSECUTED JEWS—CATEGORIES SET UP 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
BUCHAREST—The draft of a 
law providing for punishment of 
War criminals was made public 
here this week by the Rumanian 
Minister of Justice. It specifies 
that those found guilty of par- 
ticipating in the persecution of 
Jews will come within the cate- 
gory of war criminals. They in 
clude: 
1. People who ordered cruelties 
inflicted on the Jewish popula- 


tion, or who themselves commit- 
ed cruelties. 

2. People who ordered the estab- 
lishment of ghettos or concentra- 
tion camps for Jews, or deported 
them beyond the boundaries of 
the country. 

3. People who participated in 
the transportation of Jews for the 
purpose of mass-extermination. 

4, People guilty of organizing 
excessively hard labor for Jews 


for the purpose of affecting their 
annihilation. 


5. People guilty of ordering and 
applying inhuman treatment to 
Jews in concentration camps and 
in forced labor detachments. 


6. People who proposed or is- 
sued decrees and regulations in- 
spired by the Nazi racial laws, as 
well as those who carried out 
these decrees. 


7. People who utilized the Ru- 
manian racial laws to their own 
advantage to enrich themselves 


through the anti-Jewish meas- 
ures. 

The varying punishments pro- 
vided by the law include capital 
punishment, hard labor for life 
and from five to twenty years at 
hard labor. 

The Mizrachi Laborite Party de- 
cided to honor Henrietta Szold by 
naming a synagogue after her in 
one of its agricultural settlements, 
Sdei Elihau. This is the first time 
in the history of Palestine that a 
Synagogue will bear the name of 
a woman.

FLINT, Mich. Significantly, 
this city which gave to the anti-

Most Jews, those belonging ‘to 
the synagogue and the temple, are 
Zionists with a small anti-Zionist 
group active only in Temple 
Beth El where Rabbi Berger once 
held forth from the pulpit, gather- 
ing about him a small but ener- 
getic group of constituents on the 
Palestine question. 
the argument that 
there are rumblings that those 
opposed to Zionism may at some 
later date break away and estab- 
lish another temple, one in which 
their policies will hold sway exe 
clusively. 


So intense 


Successor is Zionist 
Berger’s followers in the Temps 
le are further dismayed in the 


knowledge that his successor, 
Rabbi Morton Applebaum, of 
Lansing, Mich., where he was 
heard in both orthodox and re. 


formed pulpits, has emerged here 
as a Zionist. 

In a move without precedent, 
the Zionist issue was brought to 
the floor of a recent B’nai B’rith 
meeting in the Jewish Community 
Center where the controversial 
subject was aired courageously by 
Rabbi Edward M. Tenenbaum, of 
Saginaw, a conservative, who ad- 
vocated opening Palestine as the 
national Jewish homeland and 
contended that the subject was a 
proper one to come before the 
fraternity as the grand lodge had 
precipated this move by send.

Lodge Neutrality Hit 

Prococatively entitled “Shall 
We Straddle the Fence,” Rabbi 
Tenenbaum’s address exhorted 
the membership to depart from 
its traditional neutral stand on 
controversies and openly discuss 
the issue, as the B’nai B'rith is the 
only organization which can unify 
thought on the subject. 

Moreover, he asserted that the 
will of the majority of Ameri- 
can Jews should be the recognized 
view on the Palestine question 
and that those opposed and who 
are defeated by this majority 
opinion should become part of 
the “loyal opposition” as is done 
in party politics. 

Condemns Berger Tactics 

He decried the policy of Rabbf 
Berger and his organization for 
bringing the rift within Ameri- 
can Jewry to the general publi¢e 
via the press and radio. 

Some members of the Flint 
lodge expressed fear that pre- 
sentation of the controversial 
issue before the lodge would ‘fure 
ther widen the split on the Zion- 
ist issue to the point where the 
lodge might suffer.

Ie came to see me at the hotel, saying he only 
wanted someone to listen to his story. He had 
to tell it to someone. He was, at first glance, an 
entirely self-possessed man. In his forties, neat, 
his curly gray-touched hair well brushed, and his 
manner so civilized that one failed to notice his 
worn shabby suitfi the shapeless pullover, the wreck 
of a shirt, until he himself called attention to his 
attire—not really apologetically, but objectively, 
just as he called attention to his entire condition of 
mind and nerves, quite objectively, as a self-observer. 
“You see, it is inevitable that my clothes must look 
worse every day; I have no others.” 

I cannot use his real name, for his wife was last 
known in enemy hands. There is always the remote 
chance that the deported are alive. 

But his name is known in the world of Hebrew 
scholarship; Professor Salo Baron of Columbia, for 
instance, knows the man quite well. Call him Dr. 
Licht. 

In 1939, Dr. Licht was teaching in a Jewish col- 
lege in Lodz, one of the largest Jewish centers in 
Poland. He had a wife and a single child, Raya, a 
girl of ten. 

As Poland was invaded he took his family and 
ficd to Warsaw, believing that in the large city 
he might somehow find greater safety. They lived 
through the siege of Warsaw. ‘They lived through 
the following two years, as the Germans began 
to’squeeze the life out of the ghetto, 


Comes Out in Chunks 


Dr. Licht tells this story in spuris; whole chunks 
tumble out, formed in minute detail. He recounts 
every hair-link in the chain from which his life 
hangs; each moment, each action now seems to 
have been miraculously guided to save him. He is 
like all the others who have this endless compulsion 
to tell, to contemplate their stories; it is the reverse 
of the compulsion through which the doomed 
examine the chain that led to their destruction; 
for to these Jews who were saved, the miracle of 
escape seems so great that it could have happened 
only because they have a destiny, and they go over 
and over the chain of their experiences, wondering, 
why was it given to me to escape at this moment, 
at this turning? Surely there is a reason. Surely 
it must all mean something. When all the others 
were taken, and I was not. When all the others were 
killed, and I was not. 

As they contemplate these links, in their chain of 
@scapes, they fall into lapses of silence. Sometimes 
out of sheer, long spiritual fatigue, their contempla- 
tion fades into distracted reverie, into emptiness. 

Dr. Licht has these moments. After each silent 
Space, he observes, in the same contained and cul- 
tured voice, “You see how I am. You see how com- 
pleiely I am weakened. Just as in moments of crisis 
I did things, heroic things, daring things of which 
I would never have thought myself capable, just 
as I possessed an energy that is now incredible, so 
now I am weaker than I ever thought possible.” 

After you have listened to a few such people, you 
wonder what it is in yourself that makes this short 
contact almost unendurable. Perhaps it is a sense 
of guilt at being in a world where such things 
happen; then there is the unconscious resentment 
of the bringer of this guilt, and involved with this 
is the knowledge that he, in his sensitivity, is aware 
of his entire complex of feelings, and that even to 
secure this simple bit of human sympathy so neces- 
sary to him, even to have someone listen to his 
story, he must drain upon his ebbed energy, to fight 
and overcome the resentment that always exists 
between the well and the ill. 


How Many That Day? 


He goes on with his story. He tells about July, 
1942, when the raids began upon the Warsaw ghetto. 
Every day, the mass seizures. From seven to ten 
thousand Jews would be seized on the streets, in 
the shops, in their homes, seized, clubbed, kicked, 
sometimes shot, finally rounded together and march- 
ed to the trains. “By those trains ,;we knew how 
many would be taken. Whether it was to be seven 
or ten thousand depended on how many trains were 
available. Early, early in the morning people would 
go out, and count the trains that were ready. Then 
the word would go all around the ghetto—how many 
would be seized, that day.” 

And they would lock their doors, and hide, and 
wait, hidden and locked away, each family hoping 
they would not be the ones found and seized, that 
day, for the killing pens, or for slave labor. At 
night, after the quota had been filled—for the Ger- 
mans always came with a quota, with a slaughter- 
house capacity—then the survivors would emerge 
from their cellars and closets, and take count, and 
see who was missing. 

Dr. Licht lived through weeks of this systematic 
decimation, in Warsaw; he was well hidden. Two 


hundred thousand Jews were taken out of the ghetto, 
in that time. Day and night there were unending 
discussions. Where could one flee? Could one gain 
a few weeks by fleeing to Tchenstokov? Was it true 
that immigration certificates for Palestine were 
being obtained, to save whole masses of Polish Jews? 
Yes, letters were being written, the Jews of America 
were sending telegrams, yes, in a day, in a week— 
or perhaps to Russia? Was it true that Rabbi Schorr 
had escaped, with a whole group, to Russia? And 
the Rabbi of Pinchov? It was said he had received 
a passport through Switzerland, a good passport, 
a valid passport, for some South American country. 
Which country? No matter. A valid passport, with 
a visa. Chili, or Venezuela, one of those countries. 

.. If you waited only two days longer, there would 
surely be an answer to the cablegram sent to Lon- 
don, to the wires sent to Jerusalem-— 

Daughter Takes Ill; No Doctors 

Each day of waiting was a day of waiting was a 
day of terrible danger, now. Dr. Licht decided to 
flee to Tchenstokov. And then he could not go, be 
eause the child, Raya, fell ill. 

There was virtually no medical help in the War- 
saw ghetto. The remaining physicians did not dare 
venture out during the day, to make calls; more- 
over they had no medicine. But one night a doctor 
came. He said Raya had meningitis. 

Then came the first of Dr. Licht’s efforts, beyond 
his imagined strength. “You don’t know what it is, 
to see the devouring beast eating his way towards 
you, closer every day, you are hypotized, you can’t 
flee. And there the child lies sick, and can’t be 
moved. It took more strength than I ever dreamed 
I possessed, simply to have the will to take the 
child, and go...” 

With the fevered girl, Dr. Licht and his wife 
escaped to Tchenstokov, to a ghetto as yet un- 
reached. Here they were able to secure medical 
help for Raya. But even while the child was con- 
valescing, the wave of destruction arrived. ‘This 
time they followed an exact system, with their 
raids on the ghetto. I observed how they pro- 
gressed. Every day, they took a further slice, work- 
ing across the ghetto like a black wave across a 
screen. I lived on the last street, so I knew I still 
had some days to escape. I ran about, trying to 
find all I could for the child to eat, so she would 
gain strength to move on. I waited until they 
were three streets away from us, so that the child 
might have every last moment to gain strength. 
They had by then taken fifty thousand, out of Tchen- 
stokov. We ran away to Sosonowitz.” 

He halts, again. It is as though, every few minutes, 
his entire Hfe force becomes exhausted, and he has 
to wait for current to accumulate. 

There is Sosnowitz, they hid for two months. All 
the while the mad swirl continued, the letters, the 
telegrams for passoports, visas, permits, for a way 
out. This is to me the actual miracle in the history 
of Dr. Licht and all who were like him. They never 
ceased casting out their incredibly feeble threads; 
they wrote, they enquired, they cabled into the un- 
known. And one day, from a man in Geneva, Dr. 
Silverstein, there came a packet containing a hundred 
passports. 


Some South American Country 


They were passports for some South American 
country. “I cannot even remember the name. One 
of those little countries. They were real papers, 
good papers. Only, you know how it was with the 
Germans. They toyed with us, in those things. Some- 
times they would honor the passports, sometimes 
not. They recognized twenty out of the hundred 
passports.” 

Dr. Licht and his family were among those wHo 
seemed, for the moment, to be saved. With these 
papers they could begin their journey to freedom. 

The Germans permitted them to go as far as Vitel, 
a detention camp in France, where they were to 
await transportation to South America. 

In Vitel, they were confined to an old tourist hotel. 
They were not badly quartered, but now there was 
barbed wire around them. 

Weeks passed, and they could not leave, and they 
began to feel a cold uneasiness. Perhaps the South 
American passports would still be discredited. Per- 
haps it was still best to try to reach Palestine. 

They slipped out letters, messages, through the 
French people of Vitel; they wrote to the Jewish 
Agency, in Palestine. Perhaps the immigration cer- 
tificates for which they had applied, in Warsaw, in 
Tchenstokov, in Lodz, in Sosnowitz has arrived. 

And one day they knew something was wrong, 
about their South American papers. For the aged 
Rabbi Rappaport, who was among them, received 
word from the “outside” to make every effort to 
escape into Switzerland, at once. Arrangements 
had been made, to meet him outside, and guide him. 
The rabbi decided he was too old to escape through 
snow and barbed wire; he cited the Talmud to prove 
that he should remain, and await his fate. But mean- 
while the entire population of the camp at Vitel 
became worried, and excited. Surely something was 
wrong, about their passports. 

And then the news came. The Germans had decided 
not to honor their passports. They would be sent 
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to Drancy, the dreaded concentration center near 
Paris. From there, they knew their fate. From 
Drancy, Jews were deported eastward, to Poland, to 
the slave camps from which they had thought them- 
selves safe, to the gas chambers they dreamed they 
had eluded. 

They had fled this war; but in all Europe there 
was no real escape. They would be hauled back. 

Only, there was one life Dr. Licht would not 
give up. He clawed at the walls of Vitel, he burrowed, 
he bribed, and he found a small loop, a way of escape 
for a child. There was a woman in Vitel, a French 
woman, who would take the child. 


Suicide Pact 


So one night Dr. Licht and his wife said their fare- 
wells to their daughter. They slipped her out of the 
camp. The Frenchwoman waited. The child was 
safe. That night, the mother and father drank iodine 

Dr. Licht pauses to consider how this was: whether 
it was bad or good that he was cheated of death. 
But when one has come such a long way, it is diffi- 
cult to decide whether any one turning was for 
better or for worse. All seems fated; even the 
searcity of iodine was a miracle. There was not 
enough poison to kill them. They lived for the day 
of the closed van. As the deportees mounted, the 
guards checked them off, on their list. They halted 
Dr. Licht. “Where is the child?” 

“The child? She’s run off, She’s lost. Perhaps she's 
hiding in the camp somewhere. 

And it was a miracle that the guards were too 
lazy to hunt for a Jewish child; the can was locked 
Shut, and in the windowless dark truck they started 
on their return journey, across Europe. 

From the truck onto a guarded train; and when 
the train arrived at Drancy, they knew the last 
trapdoor would be closed. A last escape hope was 
possible only from the train. And with the strange 
wild fortitude that engenders miracles, they had, 
days before, prepared for such a thing. They had 
changed their last Polish currency into francs. In 
case someone should escape, 


Escape 


“All through the day and night on the train my 
wife and I talked of escape. One of us had to try 
to live, for the child, All through the last night we 
watched for a chance but there was no chance, 
and we knew we were already near Paris. Then I 
was in the lavatory and the train slowed and I saw 
a chance. It had to be done instantly. Through the 
tiny window. If I went back to get my wife I would 
be too late.” He examines this moment. “We had 
already said our farewells, in case such a chance 
Should arise.” He tumbled through the window. 

And then there began, for Dr. Licht, the most form 
idable horror of all. He was alone. Until now, in 
Warsaw, in Sosnowitz, in Vitel, there had been the 
warmth of others, his own people, there had been 
the chance always to talk, to discuss, the hope that 
someone, someone would find a way out, that some 
one could help. He was now all by himself, bruised, 
torn, scratched and bloody, in the dark, in a strange 
land whose language he could not speak, in a land 
filled with soldiers, police, Gestapo. 

He limped to the nearest building; there was 8 
stack of barrels. There Dr. Licht hid, until morning. 
Then he saw that he was in a warehouse, Workmen 
would soon arrive. He slipped into a street; he was 
in the outskirts of Paris. He hegan to walk. 

This was the scholar, the professor, the little man 
of books, who suddenly saw himself as able to jump 
from a guarded train. “Now for the first time I was 
really terrified. I was dirty, blood-stained, unshaven; 
any policeman would arrest me. I would have paid 
my last reserves, all, anything, for the chance to 
clean myself. I gathered nerve, at last, to stop an 
elderly woman, and ask her, by gestures, where 
I might go to wash myself. She looked at me, and 
hurried away. I felt so desperate that in another 
moment I would have given myself up, to the first 
officer I met. Yes, I had been able to leap from 2 
train, but to face a strange city, dirty and ragged 
for that, I had no courage. 


The Piece of Paper 


“And then, there was the miracle. I remembered 
that in the train, my wife had written out the ad 
dress of a distant relative who lived in Paris. She 
had placed the paper in my coat pocket. I reached 
for it, and it was there. A man named Levinson, and 
the name of a street, and the word Vincennes, which 
I thought was part of the name of the street. 

“TY showed the piece of paper to a passerby, and 
he tried to give me directions, but of course I could 
not understand him. I didn’t know then that the 
address was in a suburb, and when they tried to ex- 
plain, and ended by pointing in some direction, I 
started to walk in that direction. Thus I stumbled 
around, half the day, becoming more and more des 
perate and terrified. It seemed hopeless. I had come 
this far, and I was being defeated by the simplest 
ignorance. I could not find a street. 

“Then suddenly, I don’t know how—the idea came 
to me; I could buy a guidebook to Paris!” He re- 
mains astonished at the simplicity of this thought,

KIND OF RELIGION?

ghia religious institutions have 
not been true to their own teachings. 


Here is the crux of the matter. The instru- 
ments for the teaching of religion require 
change. In the age of the airplane, religious 


institutions are, in many respects, depend- 
ing upon the yoked oxen of centuries ago. 
The wagons creak with ancient  supersti- 


tions, the miry roads wind endlessly through 
barren hills of theology, the drivers arm 
themselves against all strangers. Little won- 
der that the higher religious message reach- 
es so few! 

What then, shall 
gious institutions; by 
they judge themselves.

eats. Nor can religion insist tnat God is con- 
cerned with our garb when we pray. Let us 
accept these things for what they are: folk- 
ways. We may observe them because we like 


them as some like a glass of beer at the din 
wearing 


ner table or others enjoy evening 
clothes. But we must not sanctify them as 
divine mandates. 

The sincere prayer can be offered with 
bowed, bared head or it may spring up from 
the figure covered in sack-cloth and ashes. 


Nor is it reasonable to suppose that baptism 


by immersion or sprinkling will determine 
the eterna] destiny of the soul. Baptism is 
of the heart and if the heart be not pure, no 
amount of water — however applied—-can 
wash sin away. 

These are only trivia—-but they bring re 
ligion into disrepute. More profound is rea- 
sonableness in attitudes toward God and the 


universe. The fundamentalist religions of our 
day create irrational attitudes that hold man 
back, that keep him in ignorance akin to 
that of the cave-dweller. The Bible is a mag- 
nificient record of man’s relation to his fellow 
man and to God. It sounds moral depths un 
fathomed by any other instrument. It lights 
the way through the ethical mazes of a uni- 
verse that would otherwise be shrouded in 
darkness. Nevertheless, to declare that the 
Bible is a scientific document, to say that it 
is the last word that man has received from 
God is to deny the searching and yearning of 
the past two thousand years. 

Dare we confine revelation to Saini 
or.to Gethsemane? Is He not revealed in our 
own time; in the artist’s canvas and the scien- 
tist’s test-tube, in the growing child and flower- 
ing shrub? Shall we, in the name of God whose 
commandment is love of fellowman, compel a 
man and woman who hate each other to live 
together? Shall we, in the name of God, refuse 
an impoverished or sickly couple a knowledge 
of birth control? Do thus increase man’s 
likeness to the Divine Image? It is not strange 
that fundamentalist religious institutions are 
forever at war with modern educations 
cedures, that they constantly wail, “Give us 
the children!” They know that enlightenmeni

is their greatest enemy, that mankind does 
not love the fears of the cave in which his 


ancestors cowered. These religions, fearful of 
losing their hold upon their communicants, re- 
fuse to be reasonable. They make a fetish of 
cult and elevate ignorance above all things. 
To the unbeliever they threaten eternal dam- 
nation and to the sinner the errors of hellfire. 
But not for long can they evoke fear. They 
cannot survive the onslaughts of modern know- 
ledge and they shall bring down with them the 
noble and fine teachings of religion. 


cee THE JEWISH POST 
is holiness. Israel Zangwill once used the 


phrase: “sanctifed sociology,” in referring to 
Biblical laws. It is a felicitous expression, for 
the Hest traditions of Judaism have made this 
life-on-earth a holy quest. Unlike other major 
religions, Judaism is not a~way of life that 
turns its back upon this world and directs its 
energies toward gaining the bliss of heaven. 
.‘Render unto God that which is God’s, and to 
Caesar that which is Caesar’s” has never been 
dictum. Such religions tend to become 
priestly cults or Greek mysteries. They curse 
man with original sin and abdicate the flesh 
and this world to the devil’s sovereignty. Mor- 
ality, then, is measured by a double standard: 
a comparatively unimportant one for this 
world and a very important theological one 


its

Judaism denies that the world is corrupt, 
that men are born in sin, that one’s behavior 


in this life is secondary to theological belief.. 
We accept the material with the spiritual, the 
body with soul, as gifts equally sacred in the 
eyes of God. They belong together and cannot 
be divorced from each other. Our religious tra- 
dition has concerned itself witr every possible 
human relation: with “rich man, poor 
beggar man, and thief” of the child’s rhyme, 
with employer and with husband, 
wife and children, with teacher and pupil. Nev 
ertheless, the Bible is not to be compared with 
the statute books of the nations. It differs in 
all-important aspect. it sanctifies these 
relations by uttering them in the name of God.

to God. Human relationships, in other words, 
must be religiously motivated. Every action of 
our bodies must be holy, for it affects the soul 
and the spirit. 

If religion is to survive the war as more 
than a polite convention, it must accept the 
Jewish interpretation that all life is holy. Al- 
ready the mystic, obscurantist, running-away 
from life tendency has dealt body blows to the 
established churches. It has happened in Rus 
sia, Spain, and Mexico; it will happen in Italy. 
Poland and Germany unless the bitter lesson 
to be learned that the soul cannot pure 
while the body rots. The men and women in 
the armed forces, the children in the schools 
will some day learn that religious institutions 


be 


were willing to barter with Hitler and Mus- 
solini. Arrangements were made-arrange- 
ments that gave the tyrants the power to 


destroy the world, to send the young forth to 
enslave the human race. 

For us, as Jews, there is a special challenge 
in these days. As a minority, we frequentiy 


grow fearful because we differ from the ma 
jority. Our synagogues are under constant 


pressure to condone the evils of the world, ts 
be silent in the pressence of oppression, to 
strengthen the hands of the powers-that-be, to 
stand with the vested interests. It is an un- 
derstandable motivation, but we must not blind 
ourselves to the truth. We will live only where 
there is enlightenment, we will be free only 
where men hold that life is sacred. Without 
these, the world collapses upon us and we begin 
the age-long search for 

The third standard by which we may judge 
a religion is the sense of brotherhood which it 
imparts to mankind. Sorrowfully, we must con-

fess that religions today are divisive forces. 
Even where men speak the same language, 


live under the same flag, eat the same food, 
and observe the same customs, they are torn 
apart by religion. Orthodox Jew and Reform 
regard each other with suspicion. The Jewish 
group, as a whole, is not innocent of the error 
of exclusiveness. Since the days of Ezra we 
have made entrance into our faith as diffi- 
cult as possible.

find it. 

But if specific Jewish studies 
no longer intensely attract a 
large number of potential Rab- 
bis ,what then qualifies them 
for leadership? Perhaps they 
really have inherited the old 
will to learn, but have channel- 
ed their energies into more uni- 


versal fields of thought and 
study. Perhaps they qualify for 
leadership by an exceptional in- 
terest and attainment in the 
broader religious and _ cultural 
thought movements of the age.

My Dark Prayer 

The Jews who have been mur- 
dered by the Germans—a whole 
continent of them—are vague peo- 
ple to me, not as vague as the 
Chinese or the Greeks, but suf- 
ficiently diluted by distance and 
separate cultures to seem almost 
strangers. They never quite lived 
in my mind, and they never quite 
died. What lived and died was 
the beating of hearts, the warmth 
of faces and the rights of man.

Charges Rabbis, Congregations Break 
Faith With Chaplains; Want Pulpits 


To the Editor: 

It was with a great deal of in- 
terest that I read your editorial of 
December twenty-second. It 
encouraging to know that there 
are some laymen who are think- 
ing of the returning chaplains 
and what they will be doing after 
the war. You, yourself, however, 
summed up al) our thinking in 
the matter when you wrote, “al- 
though words will be appreciated 
what the chaplains really want 
and are concerned about are pul- 


is 


pits when they return home after 
the war.” 
Despite some _ idealistic and 


glowing promises which were 
made at the beginning of war, 
there have been events and _ in- 


cidents which have been dis- 
heartening to chaplains in the 


service. At the beginning of the 
war, Rabbis entering the chap- 
laincy were given to understand 
that the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis and the congre- 
gations would unhold two basic 
principles. First, they would pro- 
tect his pulpit, and his right to 
return to it would be protected; 
secondly, it would be considered 


~"? unethical for any pulpit with a 


vacancy to employ a Rabbi on a 
permanent basis, or for a Rabbi 
to accept such a pulpit. In short, 
pulpits were to be frozen for the 
duration. 

Generally speaking, the Chap- 
laincy Committee of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
has tried to do its level best to 
abide by its decision, i.e., that 
no Rabbi entering the chaplaincy 
shall suffer the loss of his pulpit, 
although there have been in- 
stances of a breach of ethics 
where they might have acted with 
greater force and determination. 

The second promise, while not 
officially adopted was a premise 


nevertheless, and has been ap- 
parently forgotten by both Rabbis 
and congregations. Not a congre- 
gation with a vacancy was will- 
ing to hold its pulpit open till the 
end of the war! Further, any 
Rabbi who for one reason or an- 
other did not enter the service 
profited from the shortage of 


Rabbis and the vacancies which 
existed in pulpits. In other words, 
it paid well to be an “ulcerated 
Rabbi!” 

Now there are suggestions be- 
ing made that consideration be 
given to Rabbis for secular posts, 
such as jobs with JDC, UNRRA, 
etc. However, I think most of us 
are interested in  pulpits, and 
pulpits only. Would it be too 
much to suggest that congrega- 
tions with vacancies in their pul- 
pits instead of rushir to pick up 
the first available Rioi, select a 
chaplain for its Rabbi and hold 
the pulpit for him until his re- 
turn? 

The congregation would be in 
no different position than many 
others who granted their Rabbis 
leaves of absence to enter the 
chaplaincy. It would be encourag- 
ing to know that there are con- 
gregations and laymen who are 
conscious of our contribution, 
however small it may be, to our 
country’s cause and the spiritual 
welfare of their own sons and 
daughters in the service. 

Some of us have had many a 
‘“‘shmoos” session on this sub- 
ject, and I believe that most of 
my colleagues feel as I do about 
these matters.

Artillery Captain Says Religious

Motives Bring Men 
To the Editor: 

I have received, and have read 
with interest, various copies of 
your paper, particularly those 
that have arrived when I happen- 
ed to have a little free time. I 
have noticed a few letters and 
articles about religious experi- 
ences among servicemen, and I 
am tempted to add my two-bits 
worth on that same subject. 

Back in the States, attendance 
at services in a Post Chapel may 
have been stimulated by refresh- 
ments, and attendance at a Seder 
may have been encouraged by the 
thoughts of a Passover meal, but 
I am sure those were not the pri- 
mary causes of a good atten- 
dance. Most of us were seeking 
the fellowship that came with a 
get-together of that kind, plus 
the reminders of home that came 
with every religious service. We 
all respond to the feeling of kin- 
ship that one Jew has for another, 
wherever we may be located. 

Overseas, the attendance at 
services I have seen is prompted 
only by religious motives. Occas- 
ionally, if a fellow has time to 
visit a rear area, he may attend 
a synagogue on the chance of 
running into old friends, or as a 
means of meeting the smail local 
community. But even then, there’s 
a communion with home that 
holds a key place in any Soldier’s 
theology. 

The “most impressive services 
I have ever attended have been 
those held right out in the field. 
Most army services are non-de-

nominational, or nearly so. IT am 
serving with a Japanese-Ameri- 
can combat team that includes a 
large percentage of men with no 
formal religion. We have three 
remarkable chaplains, of various 
Christian denominations, two of 
them being of Japanese ancestry. 
The third has the _ interesting 
name of Israel Yost, and he is the 
minister of a Lutheran congrega- 
tion in Nazareth, Pennsylvania. 

I once reminded him that he 
was the second great man to come 
from Nazareth. It happened that 
the night before we first went 
into combat was a Sunday. I was 
working as Artillery Liaison Offi- 
cer with the Infantry Battalion 
that Chaplain Yost serves. The 
men had been marching most of 
the day, and were tired. Yet, over 
300 of them assembled on short 
notice for a religious service, even 
though it wasn’t too safe for large 
groups to congregate in that 
area. I don’t know exactly what 
Chaplain Yost said that night, but 
the faces of the men listening to 
him, in that late Italian twilight, 
were a sermon in themselves. I do 
know that he concluded his serv- 
ice with the familiar three-fold 
benediction, ‘May the Lord bless 
you and keep you—.” 

When we finally came out of 
battle, and moved to a rest area, 
Chaplain Yost held a religious 
service every night of the week, 
and held classes for all who 
wanted to learn more about re- 
ligion. That man had already

shown them the practical side of 
religion. Quite a legend has 
grown up about him, They tell 
me that last year around Cassino 
he carried the heaviest pack in 
the battalion, all through the 
mountains —loaded down: with 
Bibles, prayer books, stationery, 
ink, books, anything he thought 
his men might need. They tell me 
that at Anzio he visited every lit- 
tle outpost, and held some serv- 
ices in whispers, because the Ger- 
man lines were only 30 yards 
away. I do know that more re- 
cently, up in the Vosges, he came 
up by my fox hole at a time when 
enemy shells were still falling 
pretty regularly. He said it was 
Sunday, and he was distributing 
cartain religious pamphlets to 
the men, and would I like for him 
to get me a Jewish Bible. I saw 
him a little later, and he said that 
all his pamphlets were gone, and 
he was making a second trip to 
get some more, 

This war merges all faiths and 
disregards labels in a way that is 
bound to have a profound effect 
on inter-faith activities after the 
war is over. 

I have been interested in notic- 
ing the religious conversion of 
my sergeant. He is a wonderful, 
happy-go-lucky Hawaiian fisher- 
man, who I am sure had never 
been to church service in his life. 
Perhaps it’s the impact of battle, 
or perhaps it’s the influence of 
Chaplain Yost, but he has become 
a very devout church-goer. I over- 
heard him say one day to one of 
his buddies, “Boy, when the shells 
are falling all around you, you 
can sure learn to pray in a 
hurry.” 

Perhaps a religion based on 
fear is wrong, and poorly rooted. 
But there are times when all of 
us feel the influence of a force far 
stronger than our own. 

I have had the privilege of at- 
tending various Jewish services 
overseas. I attended services in 
Rome, just two weeks after the 
Synagogue was reopened. I be- 
lieve you ran a picture of that 
beautiful Temple on the banks of 
the Tiber. Those services were 
conducted by an American chap- 
lain, and were largely in English; 
but I remember that the local 
congregation had tears in their 
eyes as they heard the familiar 
Hebrew prayers. 

I attended Rosh Hashonah serv- 
ices at Casserta, Italy, with Harry 
Traugott and Bernie Smulyan, 
from Indianapolis. By concidence, 
Chaplain Henry Tavel of Wil- 
mington, Delaware was officiat- 
ing; he is related to the Tavels 
in Indianapolis, and had been a 
chaplain at Fort Sill, Okla., where 
my wife and I had attended his 
Rosh Hashonah services in 1942. 

I attended Yom Kippur services 
in Naples, in an auditorium that 
held 2000 men, and they had to 
put out the “Standing Room 
Only” sign. Not only were lots of 
American soldiers and_ sailors 
there, but every branch of the 
British Empire was represented, 
including several Palestine sol- 
diers. There were no inducements 
to get people to those services— 
just the common bond that exists 
among us, and the memory of 
things at home. 

More recently I have attended 
services in Nice, at a Sephardic 
congregation that somehow sur- 
vived the ravages of the Gestapo, 
though greatly depleted in num- 
bers. Part of the rabbi’s eloquent 
prayer is for “our dear prisoners 
and our departed.” 

Other men have shared experi- 
ences similar to these. How can 
any of us return home without a 
deeper faith and loyalty, and an

and catastrophe have been the sad lot of many peoples, in 9 
generation; but none has suffered so poignantly and so tragicaj 


as the Jews. 
building have been materially af- 
fected by and must be considered 
in the light of those changes. Im- 
portant as the program may have 
been in times of normalcy and 
tranquility, it now _ becomes 
weighted with a significance with- 
out precedent in the entire his- 
tory of the movement. 

We approach an epochal period 
in Jewish history. The cataclysm 
of the past few years, with all of 
its misfortune and tragic conse- 
quences, has resulted in a firm 
determination on the part of 
right-thinking statesmen, that a 
new world order shall be estab- 
lished; that inequality shal! no 
longer be tolerated, that long-de- 
layed justice shall be done; that 
the rights and aspirations of 
minority groups shall be recog- 
nized. In this process of estab- 
lishing such a world order there 
is special and singular oppor- 
tunity for the Jewish people, an 
opportunity which we must not 
default. 


Glorious History in Palestine 


The Jews in Palestine have 
written a glorious and thrilling 
chapter in Jewish history. They 
have demonstrated to the world 
that the Jew is truly a pioneer; 
that he has the courage, the 
stamina, the patience and endur-

And Moses was eighty years 

old, and Aaron eighty three 

years old when they spoke to 

Pharaoh. (Ex. 7.7). 

T may please a modern cynic 
I to explain the initial failure of 
Moses and Aaron to achieve their 
ends immediately as due to their 
advanced age. They may point out 
that an earlier Hebrew had met 
with greater success in his first 
audience with Pharaoh. That He- 
brew, Joseph, was but thirty 
years old when he stood before 
Pharaoh king of Egypt (Gen. 41. 
46). It 
Pharaohs themselves were ‘“mod- 
ern” in placing the accent on 
youth, and hence at first disre- 
garded those “old fogeys,’’ Moses 


and Aaron. In this respect their : 


attitude did not differ from that 
of most American Jewish congre- 
gations which have aligned them- 
selves with this cult of youth. I 
have recently come across in Yid- 
dish newspaper advertisements 
for rabbis in which it was speci- 
fied that no rabbi over forty need 
apply. 

The feeling sems to be current 
thatold age, (or even middle 
age) is equivalent with senility 
whereas youth signifies energy, 
efficiecy, sex-appeal (a factor not 
to be ignored in the modern rabbi- 
nate) and other virtues that alone 
appeal to the pseudo-modern men- 
tality. 

It seems that the One Who sent 
Moses and Aaron to carry out 
their great mission did not alto- 
gether share the prejudices of our 
contemporaries. He felt that not 
all old men are senile and that 
some old men may be entrusted 
with tasks that youths and tyros 
could not handle properly. 

Liberalism, breadth of outlook, 
and flexibility are not necessarily 
the property of youth. There are 
plenty young die-hards and old 
revolutionaries. Take Norris and 
Nye, for example. 

In Jewish lore, no special sig- 
nificance is attached to age as 
such. It is character, wisdom, and 
experience that count. On the one 
hand we are told; It is not the 
great that are wise, nor the aged 
that discern judgment (Job 32.9). 
And on the other hand we read 
in the Mishnah: The older the 
sages become, the more clear- 
minded they become, the opposite 
being true of ignorant people 
(Kinnim, end), a dictum whose 
truth has been confirmed by mod- 
ern students. The commandment: 
Honor the face of the old man 
(Lev. 19.32) is interpreted by the 
sages as referring not to the old 
in years but rather in wisdom 
(Sifra, ibid.), although old-age as 
such is entitled to respect (Kid- 
dushin 33a; Berachoth 39a). How- 
ever, where old-age is associated 
with greater wisdom and insight 
it should take precedence over 
mere youth. This _ self-evident 
truth can bear some repeating in 
our day.

NHOWING through the letter of Chaplain 
S Burton E. Levinson, in this issue, is more 
than a tinge of bitterness and resentment 
against the American Jewish community. That 
this feeling is justified is beyond question. 

Although those rabbis going into the chap- 
lainey were promised that this sacrifice would 
not entail the further sacrifice on their part of 
their chances for successful careers, such has 
not been the case. 

Led by the example of Beth Israel Congre 
gation in Houston, which replaced its rabbi 
over the head of the Assistant, who was in the 
service, congregation after congregation has 
employed rabbis in direct disregard of an im- 
plied promise. 

The Chaplains know that in most cases, once 
4a pulpit is filled, that pulpit is removed from 
them as far as they are concerned forever. For 
the tenure of most rabbis is long enough, that 
successors come from the younger men, and 
the opportunity once having been lost, is al- 
most never offered again. 

Although there is nothing that will remove 
this guilt from those congregations, and the 
rabbis who are now in new pulpits perhaps

because there was not the competition of the 
men in the Chaplaincy, the situation points to 
more drastic remedy. 

Like other religious bodies, the Jewish 
group must evolve a system of placement, so 
that a congregation in need of a rabbi is fur- 
nished the rabbi from a central office. Those 
who have studied the problem, and know the 
terrific abuses of the present system where 
rabbis must compete with one another, with 
emphasis placed on false values, all agree. 

At present, the rabbi looking for advance- 
ment, (1) must have married the president’s 
daughter, (2) have some other friend who is 
a large contributor in the congregation, (3) 
have the gall to present his name for considera- 
tion, (4) be a power-house orator, (5) be in 
danger of losing his own job for incompetence. 

These are not the values on which the choice 
of a new rabbi should be made. Congregations 
at one time were made up of men of learning, 
who placed the emphasis on scholarship, but 
today’s ignoramuses who control congregations 
have nothing in their repertoire of accomplish- 
ments to enable them to be wise selectors of 
new rabbis. 


Resolution Ignores NCRAS 


a remarkable thing about the resolution 
of the Easton (Penna.) Community Coun- 
cil urging other member communities of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds and Federa- 
tions to withhold funds from the national civic 
defense agencies unless they merge, is that 
“at no place in the resolution is the National 
Community Relations Advisory Council men- 
tioned.

Must Take A Stand on 


[ as the news this week indicates, Sen. Taft 

(perhaps before you read this) will bring 
up the Palestine Resolution in the Senate again, 
and in view of the fact that this announcement 
comes from Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, deposed 
head of the Zionist Emergency Council, then it 
must be clear that Rabbi Silver is not merely 
acting as a man in the ranks of the Council, 
but actually contravening its wishes.
